A GOOD SCHOOL IS A GOOD 


TEACHER. 


Where to Direct Effort for That End—The 


Klglit Way Overlooked—Teftcliiug Needs 
Xruiiiini;—Liko Practice of Medicine— 
What Illinois Cliiell.v Lucks. 


Judging from the numerous articles 


which have recently appeared in the 
large daily and monthly reviews, we are 
inclined to believe there is something 
radically wrong in our system of public 
education; not only tho matter of in- 
struction is censured, but also the man- 
ner of imparting it. 


Numerous also are tho means proposed 


by teachers and laymen for the reform 
of these evils. Some find fault with our 
courses of study, while others contend 
that they are crowded and too many 
brunches are introduced into them; and 
others propose to shorten and enrich 
them, i. e., to increase the number of 
studies.. There are yet others who eon- 
tend that the schools do not prepare for 
life, and that, to accomplish this latter 
end, manual training should become a 
part of tho curriculum. Not a tow, espe- 
cially among the farming population, 
find fault with the text books used in 
the schools and their exorbitant price; 
for this, free text books and the manu- 
facture, or at least selection of books by 
the state, is prescribed as a panacea. 
And so on, ad intinitum. 


While some of these suggestions, when 


offered in good faith, contain an element 
of truth, the principal reason why the in- 
struction iu our elementary schools is not 
of the best kind, is overlooked. Who is 
to carry all these reforms into effect? 
The teachers such as they are now? In 
all civilized countries having a system of 
public education, provision is made for 
the education of teachers. Teaching, es- 
pecially teaching in elementary schools, 
is an art for which those who wish to 
practice it should be carefully and assid- 
uously prepared. 
A m eye. know ledge of 


tho branches of instructiqn and the prin- 
ciples of education docs not make the 
teacher, more than the hearing of lectures 
and the study of medical works alone 
will make tho physician. The general 
belief of the people is, however, that 
when a man has learned something, he 
is also at once capable of communicating 
it to others. But teaching is not the 
mere communication 
of 
knowledge. 


Teaching, as the adepts understand it 
now, means tho arousing the child's 
whole being; of causing him to thirst 
for knowledge, to try and h'ud out for 
himself whatever there is to bo known; 
not to lay the matter before him and al- 
low him to pick up and commit to mem- 
ory facts already established by others. 
Education means growth, and the child 
is to grow into the educated state ol! 
manhood or womanhood, not to have 
thrown upon and around him the matter 
of culture. 


In some states of tho Union slight at- 


tempts have boon made toward the edu- 
cation of teachers in normal schools. 
In 


this respect some of the newer states 
'are far ahead of the older ones. 
Ohio, 


for instance, has made no state provision 
for the education of teachers, while Wis 
cousin has live, (two more in progress of 
erection), Minnesota six, Missouri live 
and Illinois two normal schools. 
That 


this number for the last named state is 
totally inadequate for the 2i),000 teachers 
who annually teach in its schools is evi- 
dent. (Tho kingdom of Saxony, having 
less than 3,000,000 inhabitants, has 1!) 
state normal schools; tho kingdom of 
Wurtemborg, with less than 2,000,000 
inhabitants, six state normal schools, 
besides a'number of private institutions 
for the education of teachers.) 
The 


number of graduates of these two insti- 
tutions in Illinois is from 60 to 70 annu- 
ally. The normal universities are situ- 
ated, one near Bloomington, the other in 
tho extreme southern portion of the 
state at Carbondale. Tho northern part 
of tho state has no state school for the 
education of teachers. 
Indiana and 


Michigan each have but one normal 
school, visited by from 1,200 to 1,500 stu- 
dents annually. As a rule each institu- 
tion draws its students from the sur- 
rounding counties and is, in its effect, 
not to bo compared to a sun, but to a 
moon, that loses its light, its beneficial 
influence, at a greater distance. 


For several years past the northern 


part of Illinois has made an effort to ob- 
tain a state normal school by appealing 
to the legislature for an appropriation to 
this end, but without success. 
Guided 


by the conviction that not brick, but 
brtuniTare most potent in education, the 
petitioners did not ask for a quarter mil- 
lion to erect a palatial edifice, but the 
modest sum of 875,000 with which to 
build and equip such school and main- 
tain it during the first year of its exist- 
ence. Another effort will be made at 
tho next session of the legislature. Shall 
it meet with no better success than for- 
merly?1 


To lay this request before the whole 


people and to gain their support iu this 
enterprise is a duty which educators -es- 
pecially owe to the state.

conditions, isolation, etc., and it is be- 
lieved that in this conference a system 
can be devised and put into operation 
remedying this unfortunate state of 
affairs. 
Special rates on railroads and 


at the hotels have been secured for those 
who wish to come, and it is expected 
that several hundred officers can be con- 
gregated. 
Dr. Scott has forwarded 


copies of the call to the local health 
boards in the state, to each medical 
society, and to the country papers for 
publication.
